Cinque-Porte, containing direQions for the chooſing in all tuch Courties, Cities, Univerſities, Boroughs, 
and Cinque:Ports, within ten Days after the receipt ot the faid Refſpetive Letters, fuch a number of Perſons to 
repreſent them as are of right to be ſent to Parliament; of which Elections; and the times and places thereof, 
the Reſpective Officers ſhal give notice within the ſpace of Fivedays atthe leaſt, Notice intended Elections 
forthe Counties to be publithed in the Churches immediatly ater the time of Dibine Service, andn all 
Marker Towns within the reſpeive Counties ; and notice of the intended Elections tor the Cict:s, Univerz 
lies, Boroughs, and Cinque: Ports, to be publiſhed witt inthe fa reſpective places, The faid Eetters, and 
the Execution thereof, to be returned by fuch Officer and Officers, who ſhal executethe ſame, rothe Clerk 
of the Crown in the Court of Chancerp, ſo as che perſons foro be choten may mect ant {ir at Weſtmitiſter 
on the Two and twentieth day of January next, Datcd at ihe Houſe of Lords, Weſtminſter, December 
the Twenty fifth.
